Stood Ihe celebrated bridge over 
Which JacksOB rode in the guise of a 

Federal officer. The story as told 

runs somewhat like this : General 
.Jackson oo(, cut off from his troops 
some way, and suddenly found him- 
self on (he enemy's 'side of the 
bridge. An ordinary officer would 
not have known what to do, and 
would have surrendered. But 
"Stonewall" oaught the situation at 
the twinkling Of an eye and pulling 
his cap down over his eves" 
rode to the Federal command 
maud and ordered it to charge over 
the bridge. lie kept with it, and 
after it had cleared the bridge, he 
got with his own soldiers and drove 
the enemy back to its former stand- 
point. The Fanks were thunder- 
struck, when later on they were told 
that the officer who had ordered them 
over the bridge, and who, when they 
got there, suddenly turned upon theni 
and helped drive them back, was 
none other than the old war horse.

The celebrated Krown's Cap is 
here, too.

Wcyers Cave was discovered in 
180 1 by an old trapper, named \\e\- 

\ year or so ago, a " boom" 

land company bought it and several 
thousand acres in the valley below^md 
laid out a town, now known as Shen- 
dun. The boom " busted " with all 
the other valley boom last fall, and 
Ihe "city "is now Very quiet, The 
company put in an electric light 
plant in the cave, and all its chambers 
are lighted by electricity. Among 
the interesting sights to be seen in 
this big hole in the ground are ; (he 
Gallery of Art, Solomon's Temple, 
the Grand Cathedral, said to be the 
grandest and largest of its kind ever 
found under ground. It is 880 feet 
long, by 40 feet wide, and 30 feet 
from floor to ceiling. Looking down 
ihe hall a person can see (he guardian 
priest standing in the middle of the 
floor. In the hall is a jar of pure 
water, which has stood there for 
fourteen _\c::rs. The water drips 
from I he ceiling. A glass is handy 
and any one can here refresh himself 
with pure limestone water. The 
Tower of Babel is another attraction, 
as is also (ilaeial Hall. There are 
two wonderful oyster shells here, 
them is closed while the other 
is open. They are mammoth in size, 
aid connected to the wells of the hall. 

try chamber is another interest- 
ing place. In it are natural curtains 
reaching from the ceiling to the floor 
and of thin rook. The guide put a 
light behind one of them and it pre- 
sented the appearance of a red velvet 
curtain. The angel and Parasol are 
another attraction. The Theatre, 
which adjoins the Kail Koom, is 'per- 
fectly grand. The distance from the 
floor to the ceiling is 100 feet, while 
it is IK! feet in width. In this room 

is the wonderful drum. It is truly 

a wonder. Il is nothing but a thin 
rock hanging from the ceiling, 

h when the guide stands up by 
it and strikes it with his foot it rever- 
berates and gives forth a sound like a 
drum. This was a special attraction 
for (he mutes, as many of them could 
hear it. The (alia Lily is in another 
chamber. The Bridal chamber was 
visited. Here are the beautiful snow- 
white bridal veil hanging down and 

■nb. The Garden of Eden was 

next visited. The rock here is pure 
white, and glittered ^brilliantly in the 

light of the many electric candles. 
The Leaning Tower is anotb. 
traction. It is nil feet high and yet 
its lop is HO W'vi from the ceiling. 
The Tower of Babel is 120 
diameter, and 40 feet in height. The 
uniform temperature o( the caves is
